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Prisoners—Duty 
And Obligation 


By WALTER LIPPMANN. 

From Washington 
ANYONE inquiring about the Korean 
** prisoners of war will find it impos 
sible, I think, to learn who has been re- 
sponsible for forming our policies. He 

may conclude that no 
one has been responsi- 
ble 

Consider, for exam- 
ple, the state of af- 
fairs in the compounds 
on Koje Island where 
the Communist prison- 
ers ruled the roost un- 
til Gen, Boatner took 
measures to separat@ 
them into smaller and 

Lippmann more manageablé@ 
groups: He would not have had to dé 
this if anyone in authority had foreseen 
what would happen if prisoners werd 
congregated in an unmanageable mass, 
Was this something that could have been 
foreseen? It was. 

Nobody in Washington or in Tokyo, 
moreover, seems at any time to have 
made it his business to consider seri 
ously the great political and moral ques- 
tions posed by prisoners of war in mod- 
ern ideological ‘conflicts. 

Thus American .field commanders in 
Korea were instructed to invite enemy 
troops to desert to our lines. Yet when 
enemy soldiers’ did to us, the of- 
ficers who -were responsible for -hand- 
ling them seemed to have had no in- 
structions to take account of the prom- 
ises which the field commanders were 
making 

So instead of protecting the desert- 
ers, to whom we had made promises, we 
treated them not as refugees but as or 
dinary prisoners of war, and proceeded 
to send their names to the enemy, not 
stopping to think what this might mean 
to their families at home if they did not 
go home when the fighting ended 

One would have supposed’ that this 
was enough’ blundering, and that the 
President would then have been advised 
to see to it that somebody in high author 
ity—in very high authority—put his 
mind seriously on the mounting and 
ever more complicated problems of the 
prisoners of war. The problem was how 
to honor our commitment to‘the prison- 
ers- and to do this within the framework 
of international law the bounds of 
a wise policy—and to do nothing that 
could be avoided which would make it 
more difficult to get back American 
and other U.N. prisoners of war now in 
Com nist hands. 

HONOR BOUND 

We are in honor bound not to re- 
patriate all the prisoners. The problem 
has been how to select—in army lan 
guage to “screen” out—the individuals 
whom we could not honorably send back, 
This ning raises questions of the 
greatest importance and of extreme dell- 
cacy It involves the Geneva Conven- 
the usages of international law, 
and the vital interests of American and 
Allied soldiers who are now prisoners of 
war and of those who ght become pris- 
oners of war in the future 

In the case of the prisoners of war 
the question is not: Does a man say he 
wil] resist repatriation—knowing that if 
he says it, he will be excused from go 
ing home? The question is whether he 
it to be granted the privilege of 
asylum... The answer to that question 
can be given only by humans and’ im- 
partial judges. They must decide whe 
ther the prisoner should be granted asy- 
lum induced him to desert 
or because he is ideologically marked

The prisoner himself is an important 
witness in reaching this judgment, But 
the crucial principle is that his prefer 
and his op cannot, as they 
bee the Koje screening, -be 
treated as final.

Colorful R.C.M.P. Officer Dies 
While on World Tour in Sweden 


REGINA, June 16 (CP).—A 
colorf] figure in the history of 
the Royal «Canadian . Mounted 
Police, fornier Assistant Commis: 
sioner C. D. (Denny) Lanauze, 
64, of Calgary, died Friday at 
Goteborg, Sweden. 

Word was received in Regina 
Friday that the assistant com 
missioner, who solved one of the 
RC.M.P’s most celebrated cases, 
died while on a world trip with 
hi. wife. The cause of his death 
is not known,

Lanauze was born in Ireland in 
1888. He joined the R.C.M.P. in 
1908 and served with the force 
for 35 years. His father, Sgt. 
T. J. Lanauzé, was a member of 
the Northwest Mounted Police, 
fo-erunner of the present-day 
RC.M.P 


Assistant Commissioner 
Lanauze gained country-wide at 
tention in 1913, when, as a mem- 
ber of the Arctic Patrol, he led 
ar investigation which solved the 
murder of two French mis 
sionaries 

Acting on a rumor of trouble 
in a remote northern area, he 
lec a police party from Great 
Pear Lake to Coronation Gulf in 
the Arctic Ocean, where they ar 
rested two Eskimos for the 
murder of the missionaries. The 
investigation lasted 28 months 
between the time the party 
started for Coronation Gulf and 
the Eskimos were taken .to Cal- 
gary for trial, where they were 
found guilty of murder and sen 
tenced to death. The senténces 
later were commuted to life im 
piisonment 

Assistant Commissioner 


Lanauze left the Arctic to serve 
overseas with the cavalry in the 
First World War. On his return 
he rejoined the R.C.M.P. in 
eastern Canada 

In 1921 he again received the 
attention of the country for his 
leadership of troops during a 
coal strike in New Brunswick. 
In 1939 he was appointed an 
assistant commissioner and 
posted to Regina to eommand 
the Saskatchewan division. 


RETIRES FROM FORCE 

He retired from the force in 
1943 and moved to Lacombe, 
Alta., where he .served as a 
police magistrate. In 1950: he 
moved to Calgary, where he 
began the world tour that had 
taken him to England, Belgium 
and. Holland before his death in 
Sweden 

During an active life, he gained 
a reputation as an outdoor 
sportsman and excelled at big- 
game hunting
